In Noverber, supply #affic from the U.5.S5.R. to East Germany was again far
below the normal level. of 1,000 carlozds per month, The previous assumption
that no large-scsle supply shipmenis would be handled after October proved
correct. In November, only 110 vehicles were shipped im commection with the
motor vehicle exchange program. This operation was essentially completed in
October 1952. 2  The shipment of tank spare purts increased frow 16 carlozds
in October to 106 carloads in Novenrber. The level of amrunition shipments,

a totel of 190 carlcuds, was very low. Previously, the rate of ammunition
shipments increased during the last quarter of the year. It appears note-
worthy that of the 190 carloads of awmnition arviving in East Germany in
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Noverber, 54 were disputched tc the awruniticn depot in Nockréhna (¥ 52/L
53}). Previcusly, only forrer Germawm armuniticn had been stored there.

of armuniilon were shipped from the FMockrohna depet to a depot in Torgau-
Sueptitz, where former Gerwen arrunition is being stored. It is believed that
all German ewrvnition is being removed frow Mockrehna in order to becowe

a large Soviet ampunition depot. rrior to wid-Decerber 1952, 3,(0C to 5,000
tons of arrinition were cbserved bheing shipped frow the U.3.5.R. and East 25X1
German amrunition depots to Moekrehna.

The swall amount of amwunition shiyped from the U.S.5.R. to Zast Germany
deserves aftention. According to a rough calculation baszed on empirical

data, wbout & half to cne unit of fire at wost is consumed for training
purposes per year. This would edd up tc an annual comsviption of 15,CCC

to 25,000 tons or a mouthly dispzich of 1LC to 15C ecarlcads of smmunition.

The preseni flow of arrvwniticn shipments would meet the reguirements so-
cording to the above calculation. Frior to the sumrer of 1952, considerably
mors than 100 to 15C carloads of axmunmition psr ronth were shipped from tus
U.3.5.R. %o Ezst Gernmany sach year. It is believed thut the amwvinition
shipped in excess of actusl requirements was stocked. Should awnurition
shiprents tc East CGermany comtinue on the iow level as observed during

the last months, it may be inferred that the stocks of emrunition have
reached the level ordered 1o be esiablished by the summer of 1992, Ac-
cording to a conservsilve estirute, tobtal Soviet emmunition stocks agwailable
in Hast Germany amoumt te 300,000 o ACC,C0C tong, d.e. 12 4o 15 units of
fire,
